mym, who sesiated Dr. Pancosst in the autopsy.
©r. Hotchiegs is ene of our most promising
young phyeiclans ind occuples the important
position ‘ol ollmical assistant at the Jelferson,
He was prosend during the whole of the dissec-
tion, and his Meetd and very full acconnt of the
affuir will be found esgpecially Interesting to
woientiic raem of the medical profession, We
need acaroply say that all the siatements may be
relied on ne being stricully correct, as they are
prepared wilth extreme oare by Dr, Hutohings=

The appelling crime which resulted in the mur-
der of elght hanooent beings, sod which illed the
imlllh‘* with horror and iuriiguulmu, has at
lnst enced vn the haoging of the guilty culprit,
Torough the courtery of those In authorivy at
the privon, the body of Anton Probs! was turned
over to the Faeulty of the Jetferson Modieal
COollegs for experiments in search of medical
and medico-leginl galn. Thore was a Madieal
Comelisbon appointed to exnmine the body
immwedintely attef the hanging, This cormmission
contisted of Profeseors S, [, Dickson, B. How-
ard Rand, Joho B, Biddle, and Dra. William H.
Panconst, Demonatrator of Anatomy, and Dyer,
she latier of whom is an opthalmic surgeon
o note in this ofty, It was known at a
Mle hour on Friday that on the following day
an antopsy would be made in the College, and
on Saturday at 4 o’clock P. M, the large amphi-
theatre of the fmstftution was diled toits utmost,
Men of every profession and voeation were
gathered theme, Many were drawn thither by a
desire for solontific galn, while many others
came from ‘guriosity, tv gaze for the last time
upon the b sely of him whose name has terrified
the whole -country. A few moments after the
hour of fmur had struck, the body, neatly and
sutirely povered in black, was brought in and
lavd io th aeentre of Lthe amphitheatre, upon a

revolvinggwodk table, There was no superfluous
show, no, thoatrical display; but there the mur-
derer no«l "the hanged lay, a just vietim Lo the
law. Among the many present we observed
Judge Lwidlow and Mr, Wolbert (who was coun:
sl for Jwton Probst), ropresenting the legal
profesdion, and gmong the many distipguishad
medicad gentlemen present were Drs, Nebinger,
H. Y. Sawith (who was the priconer’s physician),
Dr, Shegplaigh (the  Coroner's physician), Drs,
Jewell, 8. W. Gross, Levia, Dr. Hunt, Lecturer
to the Pennsylvania Hospital; Dr. Eckard, ol
the Mwder Loctureship of the College of Physi-
emnes; Pra. 4. Clair Ash, Coad, Maury, and
Oohen, "The examination was conducted by Dr.
Willam H. ?ancoast, as:isted by his anatomical
staff, Dr. Jarpes Taylor,Dr. E. R. Hutchings,and
Dr. T. Andrews,

Belore displaying the face to view Dr. Pau-
coust made gome most intoresting and valuable
remarks, vsihich are supstantinlly hece elven,
Upon “com mencing he reminded the medical
class .end 1he ‘‘guests of the Institution” that
they were assembled together lor noddle curi-
ogity, but for purely and wholly deientific inte-
reet, It yras to discuss a que<tion ol psramoaut
value in o medical ana & medlco-{euul point,
What wos the cauwse of the denth of the indl
vido#]l hedore him? He was hinged, and hanged
until he was dead, as testitied to by gentlemen
witnesse s of nagquestionable anthority.

Buat wehat was the direct snd ‘moediate re-
sult of tbat hanging, and therefore of that
death? He remarked that death from hang-
ing may take place from sullocution or exclusion
of air Nom the lungs., Or again, from o lacera-
tion ol ‘the teachea or windpipe, or a lusation
or iraoture of the cérvical vertebro, or Irom n
rupture of the ligaments of the neck, Or still
agnin, |t may result from the compression ol
the ner ves ol the neck; and in connection with
tins Inst supposition, he clted the experiment
ol Mr. Brodic, who passed a hgature under the
trachens of a4 Guineupig, and  tied it tight on the
back ot the neck with & kuob; the nuimal was
resticsry, moving nbout. At the expiration of
fiftéen minnies the Hgature was removed: the
animal moved about, apparently not mnlvrfally
injuredi, buton the following morning was tound
dead. ‘br. Pancoast then [}l’DCEHl(fﬁ to give an
agoounit of the resnlis of the examination by

the Medical Commission at the prison,
He waid  the demeanor of Probst be.
fore his execution was wmlarked| calm
and cheorful, aund a8 he went to the fatal

sesffold, he seemed romdy to go in expintion vl
Jne foul deed, Professer Dickson, upon examin-
kng his pulse one hour aud s hpll before the
execution, found it smull and notstrong, heating
nuenx-«igm times per minute. He also lonod
the 1 artery to be contracted, and the blood
vessels ol the conjunctive slightly injected; the
pupils ulig‘I:r.l dilated, and the face fushed The
murderer sullered eyidently but lttle in the
execution, and Dr, Pancouet cited several inte-
Festing instances where persons had been hune,
but were afterwards resuscitated, and had testi-
#¢d to their experiencing no pain, aiter thediop
Jouing entire consclousness, He sald there waa
but little epasmodic¢ actlon of the muscles, and
but slight distortion of the face after the fntal
drop. The cord was five-cighths of an ineh m
diameter, and five teet six iuches in lengih, The
length of the fall was three feet.  The
{qw of Probst was very fine, his bones

eng ocovered by dense and large mus-
<lep. His weight on the day of the sentence
wae 1634 pounds. On the day of exegution he

had increased to 1744 pounds in weight. The
murderer had evidently died yery rapidly, and
alter hnnamitwanty minutes his body wi® cut
down and taken to the doad house of the prison,

and placed in a chair. Under the divection ol
Prof. Rand the most powerful eleatric battery
ever.used upon such wn ocension was brought
mto nse. ©n applring the poles of the battery
properly the muscles of the fase and limbs
moved Ireely. The legs and arms were tossed
~wildly about to and iro; the face assumed now
an expression, now of sorrow, again of hate, and
»ow & ghastly grin, On applylog the poles to
Abe v us muscles of uhe face ench and
all moved in pallect obeldlence, The electric
Mabs was now uwsed, in examinioy the eye, and
subeequently the powerfully brilliant “voltale
spark, whose brilliavey perhaps is ooly excelled
by the vun.  The lecturer, in conjunction with
Dr, Dyer, examintd the ‘eye with the opthalmo-
scope, (ar the purpose of nscortaining the probo
ble rubis or fellacy of the prevalling populace
Mea, recoutly promuolgaied, that there remains
an imprergion of the object last seen on the
retina, The experiwent disproved anything of
the sort, The pupil waus not at all contruotad
upon exposure 10 the illiant spark, There
wus & _transverse Uisure ol both capsule and
lens, The suilustop of the conjunctivg was [ar
Jess than it wis two Lhours befope the exeonlion.
There was o slight abrasion of the gutiele under
the left eye. e fact was livid. Al musgular
ircitation cemsed at14 2, M. Dr, Pancoust uow
calied the attention of tire audicnce 1o the phy-
slogmomy ol Probet, stating that'he dig not Lea.r
the semblance of sueh n ieud’ as-he had shown ™
himeadf to have beem, On {be conirary, the

lower part of his face was ratber well formed
than otherwise. He now quielly removed the
wloth the wubjets fnoe, and" here was ex.

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{hrec-(oafths of an Ineh just beneath the left e ar,
where D0 mark was apphrent, and over which
had boon piaced the knot, Immedintely beneath
his furcow the tisene was dry and compressed,
and of a glistening appearance; this was in the
form of a band, of om--ergbth of an |'1"1h
breadth. The posterior aud lateral portiong 0
the body, the arms and showders, 1he neck
face were censiderably dhmloreu\ﬂllc merely
10 post-mortem changes. The jugular vein Ana
earotid artery of both sides were congested, but
not injured. On outting down the cervieal
region the sternocleide mastold musele of the
riebit side bulged up, revealing a laceration of
the lower part. of the muscle, The cornus, of
horn of both sides of the byold, or tongue bone,
wure fractared, the body ol the bone romaining
intact, No infnr; wak sustained by the car-
til of the inrynx and trachea, or windplpe;
no luxation or frnetnre of the cervieal vertebrey
and no rupture of the connecting ligamenta,
The odontoid process of the axis, or second cer-
vical vertebra, was intact, and the check and
tranverse lignments were not l'nphm:d. Dr.
Panocoast now called aitention to the brain.
Upon dissecting ofl the scalp, the vessels goiug
Lo its yanI}' were found gongesied, and on re
maoving the ealvarium, or top of the skull, the
goverings of the brain proper were not abnormal,
In examining the brain substance, contrary o
the expeetation ol the medicul gentlemen, it wae
found 1o be not congested, and upon muking a
srotion of the cerebral maess, the ventricnlar
cavitiee were found entirely free from fudd of
any kind. According to the curefally prepared
tables of Reid, the average weight ol the huwan
brain is three pounds two ounces. The brain of
Probat, upon weighing It, was found to weigh
two pounds four ounces, [n the case of Groen,
the celebrnged Malden murderer, hils brain was
welghed, and found to welgh two pounds eight
ounces. Probst’s brain had a bealthy look, and
firroness. ‘The spinal cord was fatact, Onopen-
ing the cavity of the chest, the lupgs were fonnd
orepitant, not congested, and pertoctly healthy.

latter was jound emply. This wasanother feature |

generally unexpected among  the medical gen-
tiemen, and in one of peouhiar interest, tor stody
and Giscussion.

The venn cava, sscending nnd descending,
were nlgo empty. The welzht of the heart was
abont the average weight of the human heart,
it being nine ounces ard six drachms. At this
point, Dr. Pancosst scciug Mr, Perking, the

ocper ut the Prison, anmong the asadience,
ssked him at what honr Probst partook of hia
breakfast on the morning of the execution, and
what that breakinst conststed of ¥ Mr. Perkins
replied, that at guarter past 8 o'clock, on Lhe
morning in question, the prisoner had caten

fwo softboiled eqgs, Uwee pirces of bread,
and  drank a large oupful of egffee.
Here wae an  exceedingly interesting lea-
ture in  the case: for upou opening the

stomach it wae found empty, aud the rood aving
perfectly and entively been Ju,n‘xn'd. Two hours
and & hall betore his execution bhe had eaten
heartily., The mental agony of those two hours
and & hall, aud the dreadiol suspense lelt then,

capnot be imagined; and vet here was the
stomach belore our eyes, showing nol the
slightest impairment of digestion.  And  still

further, upon cutling open the smull intestine
chytitication was found 1o nave tnken plice por
tectly, The lhiver wos in w normal condition.
The epleen was much enlarged and congosted
Inten=ely, which may, perhaps, in small degree
aecount tor the want ol congestion in the brain,
heart, and luogs. Jts weight was ten onnees aud
five draclims, the normal weight ol the healthy
spleen belug seveén ounces  Tihe kidnove were
algo found eongested, especinlly that of the leit
side. The welght of the rieht kidney was tive
ounces three drachms and two scruples; while
that of the lelt was six ounces two drachais and
Iwo soruples,  Bladder normal. contaming only
about three onnoes of urime. This ended the cxn-
mingtion of the various organs and regionsof the
body of the murderer, Anton Probst. Dr. Pan-
coastin clasing, offered as his belief, that the
murderer had died lrom aervous shoek, inflicted
by the pressure or tepsioh of the ropg ugon the
punenmogssiricand phrenie nerves, which nerves
fre 8o cesential to the grentiunctu ol respiration,
Tnis view which e had ndopted wae azrecd to,
snd fully comeided with by Drs. Nebinger,
Jewell, Hunt, 5. W. Gross, Packard, and other
medical gentlemen present,

This examivation, Dr. Pancongt remninded hi=
henrers, hus shown conclusively that death trowmn
hanging may take place without any alteration
of the braln, with no change i the lungs or
heart, with no laceration ol the spinal cord, aud
no dislocation or fructure of the cervical verte-
brie, and with ne Iaceration of the trachea or
larynx, Ths will always be i promnent case
in medical jurieprudence, lor here lies the body
ol ane who presents none of these features; but
who shows us simply o ruptore of 0 muscle of the
veck and n iracture of a tiny bous, to which is
attached the tongue; but whosedenth feom hang-
mg i# not only proven by the facls Lelore us,
but by the ondeniable evidenee of the witnesses
10 the execntion.

Dr. Pancoest thus closed an able and well-
delivered leclure—a Jecture which has thrown
out wany valoable points for study, and many
jeatures ot interest to the medical and legal pro-
fesglon. and, indeed, to all who may have read
the necounts of the tearful orime.
